The  Pacifica  Foundation  and  KPFA  in  Berkeley,  likewise  will  be 
celebrating  their  forty  years  throughout  this  anniversary  year.  A  num- 
ber of  special  events  have  been  planned  by  Pacifica,  including  a  series 
of  special  fortieth  anniversary  programs  from  Pacifica's  archives, 
national  programming,  and  gala  anniversary  celebrations  in  Berkeley 
and  Lx)s  Angeles.  Details  will  be  provided  in  our  program  guide  in  the 
coming  months.  KPFK  officially  celebrates  its  30th  anniversary  on 
July  26th  of  this  year.
